WARRANT FOR THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Tilton, County of Bel- 
knap, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on the thirteenth day of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1st. To choose a Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, three 
Selectmen, two or more Road Agents and two or more 
Auditors for the ensuing year. 

2d. To choose a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term of 
three years. 

3d. To see what disposition the town will vote to make — 
of the school and parsonage fund interest for the year 
ensuing. ‘ 

4th. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
highways and raise and appropriate money for the same 
for the year ensuing. 

5th. To see how much money the town will vote to 
appropriate for Memorial Day expenses. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to rescind all votes 
heretofore passed providing for continuing appropriations 
for the care of the Hall Memorial Library building and the 
support of the public library therein, any action under this 
article not to affect the unexpended appropriation o 
March 14, 1916. | 
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7th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate five hundred dollars this year and the same amount 
annually hereafter until this vote is amended or rescinded 
for the care of the Hall Memorial Library building and 
the support of a public brary therein, said sum to be paid 
to the trustees of the building before the close of each 
fiscal year, and any portion not required for the care of 
the building be paid by said trustees to the trustees of the 
Tilton and Northfield Library Association for the support 
of the public library in said building. 

Sth. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of Chapter 172, Laws of 1913, relating to the protection of 
minors, being the curfew law, so called. (By Petition.) 

9th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the improvement of Main Street be- 
tween the railroad crossing near the depot and the sol- 
diers’ monument, the same to be expended in conjunction 
with the state highway department. 

10th. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for all purposes for the year ensuing. 

llth. To see what action the town will vote to take in 
regard to the reports of its officers and agents for the past 
year. 

12th. To choose all other officers and agents for the 
year ensuing. 

13th. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Boards of Tilton Town and Tilton Union 
School Districts: 


I herewith submit to you my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

I refer you to the statistics printed on another page for 
certain matters which should be of interest and should be 
recorded. Necessarily this report must be limited in its 
scope. Therefore, I suggest that the best way to ascertain 
just what is being done in the schoolroom is to visit school 
and to visit often. JI do not need to remind you how very 
essential it is to secure the best results that there be full 
co-operation between the school and the home. Superin- 
tendent Dyer of Boston has recently expressed himself 
strongly on this point. He feels that never before was the 
need so great for this co-operation and mutual under- 
standing. He points out the fact that parents are as truly 
teachers as those who are at work in the schoolroom, that 
parent and teacher are really at work on the same job, 
and that each might learn much from the other. Now, as 
I see it, one of the ways which would help in bringing 
about more fully this co-operation would be for parents 
to get into the schools oftener and not wait for some 
special invitation, or some special occasion, or for some 
misunderstanding to arise. Another means would be 
some organization in which parent, interested citizens, and 
teachers might meet for better acquaintance and for the 
serious consideration of their common problem, the train- 
ing of these boys and girls. JI urge upon you the need of 
some such organization. Many places can testify to its 
great value. 
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TOWN DISTRICT, 


Our enrollment at the present time is 65. One year ago 
it was 72. The average membership for all our schools 
for the year ending in June last was 75 and the per cent. 
of attendance was 92. Two pupils had a perfect record 
in attendance for the year. 

Three pupils at the Highlands, five at Sanborn Road, 
and six of our pupils at the Union School completed the 
work of the eighth grade in June. Eleven children from 
this district entered Tilton Seminary in September. How- 
ever, three of these never attended our schools, but are 
from families moving into this community during the sum- 
mer. We now have twenty-two pupils at the Seminary 
and two at the Franklin high school. In the part of this 
report devoted to matters in which the Union District is 
particularly concerned I have tried to point out the jus- 
tice of the district paying the full tuition charge of its 
children at the Seminary. I refer you to the statement 
there made and in this connection make the same recom- 
mendation. 

Without any question the teacher is the most important 
element in the making of a good school. To secure and 
retain good teachers it is necessary to make conditions 
sufficiently attractive. I believe the school board is wise 
in being reasonably generous in the matter of salaries. I 
am glad to report that there have been no changes in our 
teaching force since last year. Miss Pike was in attend- 
ance at the summer session at Plymouth Normal, and Miss 
Duguid and Miss Wyatt were at Keene Normal. Miss 
Curtis was in attendance at Plymouth Normal the summer 
previous. All our teachers are now state certified. While 
our financial condition is such that we are not entitled to 
state aid given to many districts for the employment of 
such teachers, we have the service of ambitious and ef- 
ficient teachers. 
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It was thought wise to try the experiment this year of 
having an eighth grade at Lochmere, instead of sending 
the children of that grade to the Union school. This 
plan certainly has its advantages. Travel to school by 
train by young children is to be avoided whenever pos- 
sible. I see no marked disadvantages in the plan. I 
think it is proving a success. 

The good work in connection with the hot lunch at noon 
has been continued at the Highlands, where conditions 
are particularly favorable. Something in this line has 
been attempted at Lochmere. Of course, the home must 
co-operate to make this work a success. The noon hour 
is the most eritical time of the school day. There is no 
time when the teacher’s presence is more needed. I ree- 
ommend that it be distinctly stipulated in contracts with 
our teachers that they be on duty at the school building 
during the noon hour. 

Some means should be taken at once to remove as far as 
possible liability of accident to the children at the Loch- 
mere school by automobiles. The great increase in auto- 
mobile traffic has made the location of this schoolhouse 
an unfortunate one. An earth bank shuts off the view of 
‘automobilists approaching from the south. This bank 
ought to be removed. More conspicuous warning signs 
should be put up. A fence on the road side of the school 
yard would probably lessen the danger. There is equal 
need of conspicuous warning signs to automobilists for 
the No. 4 school. 

The schoolroom at Sanborn Road has been papered and 
painted and thus made more attractive. New slate black- 
boards for this school were ordered some months ago, but 
for some reason have not been delivered. I call attention 
to the need of adjustable seats and desks at the No. 4 
school. Some of the younger children are not comfort- 
ably nor properly seated. 
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The average membership for all rooms for the year end- 
ing June, 1916, was 347. It may be of interest to know 
that 162 of these pupils were from the Tilton side and 185 
from the Northfield side. The per cent. of attendance for 
the year was 96. There were 53 pupils who had a perfect 
record in attendance. Punctuality and regularity in at- 
tendance should be encouraged and commended. I refer 
you to the ‘‘roll of honor.’’ 

Our present enrollment is 335. This is a decrease of 23 
from the number a year ago. The overcrowding of the 
rooms has been relieved only slightly and probably the 
relief is only temporary. Certain work that ought to be 
undertaken is hardly feasible with our present facilities. 
Among other things, we should have a kindergarten as a 
part of our school system. By the rules of the school 
board, children becoming six years of age by the first of 
January may enter school the preceding September, oth- 
erwise they may not enter until the September following 
their sixth birthday. Children a year younger might well’ 
be in the proper kind of a school. A kindergarten would 
be such a school. 

We need, also, what might be called an ungraded room. 
In a school of 300°and more pupils there is always a con- 
siderable number who for one reason and another are 
behind in their work. They need special -and individual 
instruction. Such children in a room by themselves and 
under a teacher adapted to this kind of work are often 
soon brought up to grade. | : 

Furthermore, we need a suitable manual training room 
for the boys. As I pointed out in my report last year, 
our present facilities are unsatisfactory. No change has 
been made in our force of regular teachers since the last 
report. Miss Helen Watson, who acted as assistant and 
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taught the drawing, resigned in June. Miss Menta Ames, 
a graduate of Keene Normal School, was chosen as assist- 
ant in grades one and two. Miss Josephine Emery was 
appointed special teacher of drawing. Miss Emery de- 
votes one day every other week to our schools. This ar- 
rangement is proving very satisfactory. . 

Forty-one pupils were graduated from the Union school 
last June. The principal feature of the closing exercises 
Was an operetta given under the direction of Mrs. Ethel 
S. Worthen, supervisor of music. ‘T'wenty-one members 
of this class entered the Seminary in September. This 
was a litle more than 50 per cent. of the class. There 
ought to have been 80 per cent. It should be the natural 
thing for the children to pass from our school to the Sem- 
inary. There are now a total of 58 children from this dis- 
trict at this school. 

Under the present law any school district not maintain- 
ing a high school (as a part of its school system) is lable 
for the tuition of children of the district in attendance at 
approved secondary schools of the state, but the liability 
may not exceed $40 per year per pupil. If the school 
finds it necessary to make the tuition charge more than 
$40 the district pays the $40, and the individual parent 
the difference. The regular tuition charge at the Semin- 
ary 1s $51 per year. This does not include text-books and 
supplies nor certain other items. It is clear, then, that 
the individual parent must pay a considerable share of 
this tuition bill. I do not believe this should be so. I 
believe the district ought to assume the entire financial 
obligation. School districts are authorized by law to 
make contracts with secondary schools. J urgently rec- 
ommend that the school board be empowered to make a 
contract with Tilton Seminary to the end that all children 
of the district qualified to do the work may attend the 
Seminary and that the district pay the tuition charge, 
which shall include text-books.

No evening schocl has been held this winter. The 
school beard would have been glad to open one, but there 
appeared to be no interest in the community. 

It is surely the function of the school to inculcate and 
foster habits of thrift in children. These are the times 
when the cost of living is high. These are also the times 
when many ‘‘mistake their capital for their income.’’ 
The opportunities for spending are many. If we can help 
children to save we shall be of real service. Our school 
savings bank is designed to encourage habits of thrift in 
the boys and girls. It is of service to many of the chil- 
dren. It ought to be used by more of them. It is one 
of the most valuable of all our special school activities. 

Our tax rate is such that we can no longer expect to 
receive a rebate from the state on high school tuition paid. 
None was received this year. We did receive $882 from 
the state as our apportionment of state aid. <A part of this © 
should have been received last year. I think we can rea- 
sonably retkon on $400 this year. This is, of course, in 
addition to the state’s share of the superintendent’s 
salary. . 

The increased cost of living makes itself felt in the 
administration of schools as everywhere else. School 
paper is now selling for more than three times what it was 
. eighteen months ago. Ordinary arithmetic paper, so 
called, we formerly bought for twelve cents per package. 
It is now quoted at thirty-eight cents. I trust that the 
school meetings may be no less generous in the matter of 
appropriations than last year. 

I am glad of the opportunity to record my appreciation 
for the support and encouragement that has been given 
me by the school boards, teachers, pupils and citizens in 
general.

In CONNECTION WITH THE TRANSFER OF PARK CEMETERY 
ANp OTHER TrRusT FUNDS TO THE TOWN OF TILTON. 


At a regular town meeting of the town of Tilton, held 
in the Town Hall, March 9, 1886, the following article in 
the warrant was voted upon: 


‘‘Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to accept dona- 
tions or legacies that have been or may hereafter be made 
to the town, for the care, attention and improvement of 
Park Cemetery, and invest the same, applying the legacies 
agreeably to sections seven (7) and eight (8), Chap. 49, 
of the General Laws. 

‘“Requested by Petition. 

‘“Voted to accept and adopt. 

‘A true copy. Attest: 

‘EARL N. WEBSTER, 
‘*Town Clerk.’’ 


At the annual meeting of the Park Cemetery Assccia- 
tion, on May 29, 1886, the following vote was passed: 


‘“On motion, voted to approve of the action of the Trus- 
tees and Treasurer, in investing the Trust Funds of the 
Association, and that they be authorized, when they deem 
it for the best interests of the Association, to place said 
bonds in the hands of the town, in trust.’’ 


At a special meeting of the Association, on December 
31, 1895, the following article in the warrant was voted 
upon: 
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‘Art. 1. To see if the Association will, by vote, author- 
ize and empower the Trustees to place in trust, in the 
hands of the town of Tilton, any funds that may accrue 
to the Association, by gift, in trust, from the sale of lots 
or otherwise, and to ratify and confirm all acts of said 
Trustees heretofore done with reference to said subject- 
matter.’

49, of the N. H. Gen. Laws; the income to be 
paid over, yearly, to the trustees of said Park Cemetery 
Association, to be used for the care, attention and im- 
provement of said Park Cemetery, as it is now situated

‘‘And should the trustees of Park Cemetery at any time 
neglect or refuse to use said income in accordance with 
the fore-going directions, the said Town of Tilton, during 
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the period of such neglect or refusal, shall expend said 
income according to said directions. 
‘And upon failure of performance of the above direc- 
tions, on the part of said Town and said trustees of Park 
Cemetery, for a period of two years, the trust herein estab- 
lished shall thereupon determine, and said twenty-five 
hundred dollars shall revert to us and our heirs, in the 
following portions: one thousand dollars to Selwin B. Pea- 
body and his heirs, and fifteen hundred dollars to Charles 
EK.

From the records of the Park Cemetery Association, it 
appears that the three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) con- 
tained in deeds of trust No. 1 and No. 2, was invested at 
the time of conveyance in two $1,000.00 City of Beatrice 
6% bonds, and one $1,000.00 Dickenson County 4% bond. 
The City of Beatrice bonds were later exchanged for two 
bonds of the same city, paying only 3%, and the Dicken- 
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son County bond was later sold (January 2, 1899), and 
two $500.00 Warner Village bonds bought instead, on the 
same date. Thus the above deeds of trust cover the fol- 
lowing bonds:

‘‘T give and bequeath to Selwin Bancroft Peabody, in 
memorial of my dear Albert, five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00), to be held in trust, the interest of which is to 
be distributed by him to the deserving poor of Tilton, at 
his discretion. And it is my request that he make suit- 
able provision for the perpetuation of the fund after his 
decease.”’ : 

The above is an extract from the will of Mrs. A. B. B. 
Tilton, dated May 6, 1886, and probated August 27, 1886. 
Mr. Peabody administered the trust for some years, and 
then it. was continued by Mr. Samuel Condon until his 
death. In the Warrant for the Town Meeting, on March 
8, 1910, there appears the following article: 

‘‘4th. To see if the town will vote to take and hold 
under the terms of the trust, the fund of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00), bequeathed by the late Abigail B. B. 
Tilton in her last will dated May 6th, 1886, and probated 
August 27th, 1886, under a clause which reads as follows: 
(See above. ) | 

‘‘And direct the Selectmen to institute proper proceed- 
ings in the Probate Court to obtain possession of said 
fund in behalf of the town. 

‘‘And to see whether the town will vote to pay the prin- 
cipal sum of said fund into the town treasury to be used 
in paying the town debt, and thereafter pay on said sum 
an annual income at the rate of 314 per cent., which shall 
be expended in accordance with the terms of the trust, 
under the provisions of Chap. 83, Laws of 1901. And to 
see whether the town will vote to instruct the town treas- 
urer to open a separate account with said fund under the 
head of the ‘Abigail B. B. Tilton Trust Fund,’ and enter 
therein in detail the receipts and expenditures of said 
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fund, and cause a summary of said account to be pub- 
lished in the annual town report.”’ 
The town voted affirmatively on the above article, and 
the fund is now (1916) in the form of a note of the town. 
Total amount of fund, $5,000.00 note.
